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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1 - 72 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being disclosed by London (Popcorn 
- A paradigm for Global-Computing; June 1998) 

2.1 Regarding claim 1 , London discloses a method of operating a distributed parallel 1 ; ; { 1 
processing system, comprising: 

providing a server system (pp. 8 - 14); 

coupling the server system to a network, the network being connectable to distribute^. , ; 
devices (pp. 8-14); 

providing an incentive to couple the distributed devices to the server system through the 
network so that the distributed devices are capable of performing workloads for the distributed 
parallel processing system (pp. 8 - 14); 
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identifying a workload capability factor for a plurality of the distributed devices (pp. 8 - 
14); and 

utilizing the identified workload capability factor within the server system (pp. 8 - 14). 

2.2 Per claims 2-13, London teaches the particulars involving rewards, contests, monetary 
payments (p. 12; "lottery"). 

2.3 Regarding claims 14 - 28, London discloses the particulars involving capabilities (pp. 8 - 
14) and network (pp. 8-14). 

2.4 Per claims 29 - 72, the rejection of claims 1 - 28 under 35 USC 102(b) (paragraphs 2.1 - 
2.3 above) applies fully.
